The woman who over a decade 
ago sang "By the time I got to 
Woodstock” has matured de- 
cidedly during that time, and 
while "Wild Things Run Fast” 
isn’t her most "grown up" 
album, it’s definitely one of her 
most enjoyable ones. 

One becomes aware early on 
that something's happening 
here, when in the midst of the 
opening cut, “Chinese Cafe,” 
Joni slips into "Unchained 
Melody. ' ' Well . • ’slips” isn ’t real- 
ly the right term — a head-first 
dive is more like it. Either way, 
it’s a dramatic effect and it 
works. Enough said. 

Her reading of the classic 
"(You’re So Square) Baby I 
Don’t Care” is fantastic, remind- 
ing one just how much Mitchell 
has with avant-garde jazzist 
Annette Peacock. It’s also quite 
sensual, in a California sort of 
way. 

Other highlights include "Be 
Cool,” a Rickie Lee Jones-ish 
bop-type number that uses a 
minimum of words to the max- 
imum effect, “You Dream Flat 


Tires," and the blues-tinged 
"Moon At The Window.”

"greatest hits" album. 'Shaved 

Fish," or "Double Fantasy." the 

last record he ever made. But 

why? 

Taken on its own, "The John 
Lennon Collection" is a fine sam- 
pling of the man’s work, from 
"Love," taken from the brilliant 
"Plastic Ono Band" album, to 
“Beautiful Boy," a tribute to his 
son Sean, and one of the last 
songs he ever wrote 


Early hits like "Power To The 
People" are included alongside 
brilliant pieces of songwriting 
like "Jealous Guy," one of the 
hardest hitting songs about love 
ever recorded. 

There is one problem though 
Sure, the 15 songs included on the 
album are very satisfying, and 
it's a very nice package. Howev- 
er, the cassette version of "The 
John Lennon Collection" adds 
two more songs: the hauntingly 
beautiful "Happy X-Mas (War Is 
Over)," and an often overlooked 


gem from the great "Rock- 
N’Roll" LP, "Stand 3y Me." 

Surely it would have made for 
a better selection to have added 
these two cuts to the album in 
place of a couple of the tracks 
from "Double Fantasy," which 
is represented here by six songs.

The ultimate accolade of a high school football team in Michigan is to 
reach the post season playoffs, then go on to capture the coveted state 
championship. 

Two area teams - Livonia Franklin and Plymouth Salem - came very 
close. Upsets late in the season sidetracked the two area teams which 
captured their respective league championships. Both lost to clubs that 
are in the Class A state finals. 

Franklin pressed Dearborn Fordson to the ropes before falling 7-3 while 
Salem made Farmington Harrison provide more than ample proof that it 
belonged in the playoffs. 

Westland John Glenn joins Franklin and Salem in providing the nucleus 
for this year’s All-Area High School Football Offensive Team It is a team 
that would compare with the best of any past line-up seen on these pages. 
Intense and devoted to the game, these young players will go on to star on 
collegiate clubs in Michigan and across the nation 
One major reason why Livonia Franklin managed to win eight of nine 
games this year and went on to capture the Northwest Suburban Confer- 
ence title and was ranked fourth in the state is due to the super effort of 
quarterback Rich Popp. 

POPP drove the Patriots within one game of a postseason playoff berth 
and assured the 1982 Patriots of greatness by coming within inches of 
defeating Fordson , a team that probably will become the next Class A state 
champ. 

The 5-10, 195-pound senior was called into action as a regular starter in 
the first game of his junior year when the starting QB sustained an injury. 

“Rich is an excellent leader and his teammates respect him for his 
intelligence and athletic ability,” said Franklin coach Armand Vigna. 

Popp gained confidence in his junior year and came into his senior year 
ready to play. He completed 90 out of 191 passes for 1395 yards and 15 
touchdowns, all school records. 

One of Popp’s favorite receivers. Chris Lewis, was selected as one of the 
All-Area’s three top receivers. Lewis caught 13 passes for 209 yards, many 
of them in clutch situations. Ted Mills and Bob Stebbins, who gave excel- 
lent protection to their quarterback all season long, were two of the four 
All- Area offensive linemen. 

Popp has three of the finest runningbacks in the state to utilize in the 
backfield. They are Todd Jennings, Westland John Glenn’s record setting 
ballcarrier, Plymouth Salem’s Scott Jurek, only one of two juniors to 
break into what is otherwise a senior-dominated offensive line-up. and 
Shaun Boyer, Wayne Memorial’s offensive mainstay. 

In the pits where the game is won, the ANP has the margin of victory 
thanks to ends Dave Houle (Plymouth Salem). Bob Wasczenski (Plymouth 
Canton) and Chris Lewis (Livonia Franklin). The line is made up of Ted 
Mills (Livonia Franklin), Ron LaFramboise (Belleville). Bob Stebbins 
(Livonia Franklin), and John Cruse (Plymouth Canton). 

The ANP has selected two seniors — Rich Wood (Livonia Franklin) and 
Ron Rich (Belleville) as the kickers. 

JENNINGS was the Rocket aggressor. Opponents knew that they had to 
stop this fine 5-11, 180-pound senior in order to stop Glenn. Although two of 
Glenn’s nine opponents managed to taint the Westland based high school’s 
record, no one can blame Jennings. He was almost unstoppable. 

Named to most post season honor teams, Jenning's credentials included 
1,077 yards rushing (only a handful who reached the coveted 1,000) on 196 
carries. In addition, Todd broke the school scoring record with 113 points. 
He has excellent speed and had TD runs of 80 and 79 yards. 

JUREK is a hard-nosed fullback who doubled as a defensive end for 
Coach Tom Moshimer ’s Rocks. A 6-1 . 185-pound junior who is a second year 
varsity player, Scott is considered one of the smartest and most versatile 
players on the team. 

He started as both defensive end and fullback for Salem because of his 
ability and coachability. He probably could play at any position 
As a fullback Scott was the workhorse. He carried the ball 116 times this 
season for 761 yards (over v 2 of their rushing yardage) and 11 TD's. This 
gave him an average of 6.6 yards per carry and when he was not carrying 
the ball Jurek was one of Salem’s best blocking backs He was “Player of 
the Week” three times and Offensive back of the week five times this 
season for the Rocks. 

As a two year starter at defensive end (outside backer ) Scott has been 
outstanding. He has intercepted three passes, one for 90 yards and a TD. 
He is already being considered by several major colleges as an outside 
linebacker. He is a fine young man and extremely coachable and was also 
named to the First Team Lakes Division 
BOYER, a sturdy 5-10, 175-pound senior built for speed, simply outran 
defenders all year long. He forced Wayne Memorial’s opponents to double 
team him, thus giving the Zebras apparent options. 

"We have had some fine athletes here at Wayne." says Coach Floyd 
Carter, “and Shaun has to rank among the best of them Our team had their 
problems this year, but I would hate to think what would have happened if 
we didn't have Boyer in there.” Boyer amassed 687 yards rushing and 
scored five touchdowns. 

HOULE is a versatile athlete who is ending an outstanding career at 
Salem. 

He had 25 receptions for 338 yards and 3 TD's. “Due to the nature of our 
option oriented offense we have a total of only 655 yards passing (40 
receptions ) in 9 games. Dave has more than half of our pass offense He is a 
great blocker and is being considered by several major colleges as a 
prospect at tight end." coach Moshimer said 
Dave has been named player of the week three times and offensive 
lineman of the week five times and defensive lineman of the week once 
As a defensive end, he has three QB sacks and three "Hits of the Week 
He is a two-year starter on offense and was named to the second Team 
All Suburban Eight Team as a junior, and first Team Western Lakes — 
1982 

WASCZENSKI helped turn the football program around at Canton 
according to Coach Rich Barr whose Chiefs posted a 5-4 won-lost recoid 
and thus became the first team in the history of the young school to wind up 
with more wins than losses on the gridiron 
The 6-3. 205-pound tight end. Wasczenski caught 30 passes, 10 ot them 
going for touchdowns 

"It helps to know we have him back for another year said Barr ol his 
fine college prospect “Bob is an excellent all-around athlete and always 
give you 100 percent in anything he does.” 

Most of the fans don t recognize the work accomplished by the offensive 
line Up front is where the “holes" are made for the running stars Players, 
such as Mills. Stebbins. LaFramboise and Cruse have earned the respect 
of teammate and opponent alike because ol the jobs they do 
“The line will make or break you, noted Vigna II the kids up Iron! do 
the job. then everybody looks good Let them crumble, and nothing goes 
well And it's a long year ”
